The 
address was deliv ered by 
Emerson 
Ballard of Crawfordsv ille. 
A crowd 
of more tharf 
a 
thou sand 
people 
g athered at the cemetery for the se r­ 
v ice. 
S. L. Trahu e introdu ced Mr. 
Ballard. 


Mr. Ballard ex tolled the v irtu es of 
fraternal orders, pointed 
to 
their 
v alu e to mankind 
in 
g eneral 
and 
showed that they are prompted by 
friendship, charity , lov e and fellow­ 
ship. 
“Once the strong destroy ed 
the 
weak; 
widows 
and orphans 
were 
u nprotected/’ he said. 
“Then f ra ­ 
ternal orders came to their rescu e. 
They protect the weak 
from 
the 
strong and offer a hav en for widowed 
women and fatherless children. 
“The lodg e is the resu lt of the so­ 
cial instinct of man. 
Aside from all 
other reasons, the lodg e is of im­ 
mense v alu e from the social v iew­ 
point. 
The intimate association in 
the lodg e room throws the calciu m 
lig ht on the best attribu tes of men. 
It bares the tear on the rou g h cheek 
and shows a spark of lov e for m an­ 
kind in the most hardened heart. 
It 
makes men more patient .and forg iv ­ 
ing . 
“These fou r lodg es set u p 
their 
a lta r here today in tlie city of the 
dead to pay tribu te to those g one to 
another land and to tu ne ou r feeling s 
for a more kindly ex pression here on 
earth. 
The lodg es are the 
fortress 
of the weak and u nfortu nate. 
Their 
brotherhood embraces all 
the 
v ir­ 
tu es. 
“ No cu rtains separate them; they 
are div ided by no creed. 
As impos­ 
sible as it is to add entertainment 


to y o u on this occasion here this a f ­ 
ternoon, ju st as impossible is it to 
ex alt the work of death. 
Death has 
taken its score since last y ou 
met 
here, and ju st as y ou meet here y ear 
afte r y ear, so do these institu tions 
ex emplify the same law of repeti­ 
tion.” 
Tou ching on the lodg es joining in 
the memorial serv ice, he said: 
“ Odd 
Fellowship still teaches the lessons 
of lov e and tru th as it has since it 
was fou nded; 
the Knig hfs of P y ­ 
thias still repeat the story of Damon 
and Py thias, the wonderfu l story of 
sacrifice and brotherhood; 
the Red 
Men still cling to the historic free­ 
dom of the Red Man and bring to u s 
day by day the lesson of Friendship 
and charity ; 
the Modern Woodmen 
teach u s that the real g ood in 
life 
comes from making a life for anoth­ 
er. 
“These institu tions 
batter 
down 
the rou g h side of men. 
To the ou tei 
world they may hide their insig nia, 
their pass words and their ritu al, bu t 
their deeds are open to the world 
They are the kinderg artens 
where 
men are tau g ht 
the 
principle 
of 
brotherhood, which will in time be­ 
come u niv ersal. 
“We are here another y ear for the 
same pu rpose, bu t 
knowledg e 
hie 
nothing new to 
report 
and 
faith 
stands at the head of each 
new

Batche­ 
lor reached the forth of the series of 
Su nday ev ening sermons 
on 
con­ 
science. 


St. Pa ul's M. E. 


Last nig ht at the Methodist Chu rch 
Rev . Batchelor preached the fou rth 
sermon in a series on the conscience, 
the su bject being , “Conscience 
and 
Memory .” 
The tex t was Lu ke 16:25. 
“Son remember.” 
He said in pa rt: 
These words were spoken to a 
rich man in hell. 
lie was in torment. 
He was in torment becau se he remem­ 
bered. 
It is the recollection of wrong 
deeds which bring s pain to the con­ 
science. 
The incident 
before u s 
implies the su rv iv al of memory after 
death. If memory is indestru ctible so 
also is conscience, for memory cau ses 
conscience to work. 
If conscience 
nev er dies then eternal torment is a 
possibility . 
“ It \\Jas the opinion of Lord B a­ 
con that nothing in one’s antecedent 
history was ev er forg otten. 
This 
wou ld seem to he tru e. 
Thing s which 
we thou g ht we had forg otten are ev er 
and anon recalled by circu mstance 
and condition. 
Then on the Ju dg ­ 
ment Day God will he able to remind 
u s of deeds stored in ou r memories. 
And this memory will he a tire in ou r 
sou ls. 
In his psy cholg y Prof. Jam es 
tells u s that ‘the effectiv e consciou s­ 
ness is the after-consciou sness’ and 
then qu otes Richet as say ing that he 
wou ld prefer to su ffer any pain, how­ 
ev er acu te than to endu re the 
re­ 
v erberation or recall of pain. 
It is 
the rev erberation of 
memory 
that 
makes one’s hell. 
God will say , ‘Son 
remember’ and the worst of it is we 
will remember. 
“Memory then is nev er lost, and 
conscience su rv iv es tog ether with it. 
There is proof of this in the law of 
mental association. 
The thou g hts of 
ou r minds are associated in a contin­ 
u ou s chain. 
There is a connection 
then betweeen all ou r personal ex ­ 
periences. 
Under su ch a law it is 
impossible that any of them shou ld 
he irretrev iablv lost. 
It only requ ires 
the rig ht su g g estion to sta rt in motion 
a train of thou g hts which will re ­ 
call a certain ex perience. 
Who bet­ 
ter knows ou r thou g hts and tin way 
by which they are correlated than 
God? 
Tn that last day therefore 
he can set in motion that association 
of thou g hts which will recall ou r g ood 
and ev il deeds. 
When he shall say 
to#u s, ‘Son remember’ we will re ­ 
member and feel the sting of remorse 
for past ev il deeds. 
We cannot con­ 
trol 
ou r 
memories. 
Thing s 
are 
resu rrected 
in 
the 
consciou sness 
throu g h 
the law 
of 
association 
whether we will it or not. 
“The perpetu ity of memory may 
he seen from ex amples of resu scita­ 
tion throu g h stimu lu s.

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Grass Stimulant Necessary to 
Keep Lawn in Go o d Co nditio n 


In the late spring, about a month 
after active grass growth has com­ 
menced on the lawn, it js desirable 
to apply a grass stimulant to keep the 
lawn in first-class condition. Nitrate 


of soda is a good fertilizer and will 
make the grass grow thickly with a 
rich dark green color that will show 
itself promptly after the application. 
The landscape gardener of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture 
advises 
that those who use nitrate of sod t 
should apply it at the rate of 50 
pounds 
per acre 
o.ice a 
month 
throughout the 
summer 
beginning 
about the middle of May in the lati­ 
tude of Washington, D. C. 
The nitrate of soda should be ap­ 
plied just before a rain or a sprink­ 
ling with the hose. 
Under ordinary 
conditions it will k»ep the lawn a 
vivid green during the period when 
the vitality of the pi mt is low. 
The 
application of this fertilizer combin­ 
ed with careful watering 'described 
in a previous article) will prerent the 
parched appearance of the lawn dur­ 
ing the dry hot summer season. 
When nitrate is applied during any 


dry period it should oe used care­ 
fully. 
It can, however, be applied 
at any time if the nitrate of soda is 
powdered up fine before using but 
it is safest to dissolve it in water. 
Because of a 
generally 
prevailing 
fear that this fertilizer may ruin a 
lawn if used carelessly, tne Depart­ 
ment has been experimenting to see 
just how much nitrate of soda would 
have to be used in order to kill grass. 
These experiments seem to snow that 
nitrate of soda can he used fairly 
extensively without causing 
injury, 
for attempts to kill grass with it 
were unsuccessful except when such 
large quantities as 400 pounds to 
an acre were used. 
* 
Although fertilization is a splen­ 
did thing for the upkeep of a lawn 
it will never entirely make up for 
a lawn soil that was poorly prepared 
in the beginning. 
It is only when a 
lawn soil is properly prepared in the 
first place and enriched with stable 
manure, lime, and bone phosphate 
that a lawn may be maintained in the 
best condition. 
Unrotted stable manure should he

kept away from a lawn at all times, 
the opinion of many to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 
Stable 
manure 
contains weed seeds and particularly 
after the qarly growth of grass these 
weed seeds will be 
encouraged to 
sprout, for at this time the grass is 
weakened by its spring growth and 
the weeds have additional impetus 
to spread. 
A weed has been defined 
as a “ plant out of place.” 
Weeds 
are certainly out of place on a well- 
kept lawn. 
Fertilizing 
materials 
have a great advantage over stable 
manure as they contain no 
weed 
seeds. 


There are other fertilizers besides 


nitrate of soda that are most valu­ 
able for the lawn but their use is more 
especially adapted to tlie fall.

According to Report. 


MANY FURNACES SHUT DOWN 


Thousands of Employees Suffer Cut 


in Wages and More 
Reductions 


Are Yet to Come. 


Washington, June 
8 .— A 
million 
dollars a month is what the pig iron 
industry in th is country is losing, 
according to the report of John A. 
Benton, of Cleveland, Secretary of 
the American Pig Iron Association. 
Many furnaees have shut down, he 


s a y s , and plants are in the hands 
of receivers. 
Thousands of employ­ 
ees have suffered a cut in wages due 
to t h i s condition and more reductions 
are to follow. 
“ We have now confronting us one 
more hardship,” says Mr. Benton, 
in his report, “ in the shape of the 
knowledge that 
foreign 
countries, 
owing to the abolition of our tariff 
and because of their lower eost of 
production are going to he able to 
ship, and are even right now shipp­ 
ing and arranging to ship quantities 
of foreign pig iron into our coun­ 
try when the whole industry here is 
operating at a loss of millions of 
dollars a month.” 
The pig iron industry is not the 
only example of the effect of the 
Democratic tariff law.

and employees in industrial

Both the anti-trust laws of Mis­ 
souri and the right of the “ Harv es­ 
ter Trust” to do business in Missouri 
were at stake in the decision today . 
It was the culmination 
of a 
long 
tight by Missouri to oust the “ trust” 
from doing business there by rev ok­ 
ing its charter. 
The Missouri Su­ 
preme Court found the “ trust” guilty 
of v iolating the state anti-trust laws, 
rev oked its charter and 
originally 
fined it $50,00(1. This fine was after­ 
ward reduced to $25,000.

The apparatus which Dr. Low has 
inv ented is a screen consisting of a 
large num ber of cells of selenium , ov er 
whieh a ruler is mov ed rapidly by n 
sm all motor, worked w ith a current 
of high frequency and of about 50.000 
v olts pressure. 
It is fitted in a box at 
the side o f a telephone. 
T he receiv er 
at the other end is made up of a series 
of telephone slabs of steel, through 
which the light passes.

Becau se o f the clo sely allied in­ 
terests o f Indiana and Ohio , it is 
believ ed that the ex perience o f the 
latter state with its co nstitu tio nal 
co nv entio n held recently will be re­ 
ferred to many tinier in the cam­ 
paign fo r and against su ch a co n­ 
v entio n to be waged in Indiana be­ 
fo re nex t No v ember. 
Herbert S. 
Bigelo w, president o f the Ohio co n­ 
v entio n, will describe the resu lts and 
co ndu ct o f that co nv entio n when he 
appears here Mo nday ev ening, Ju ne 
8 , in the co nference. 
So me o f the achiev ments o f the 
Ohio co nv entio n and so me data to 
be related by Bigelo w are o f especial 
interest in Indiana at this 
lime. 
Ohio 
ado pted a 
new 
co nstitu tio n 
with thirty -fo u r amendmems at the 
appro x imate co st o f $300,000. 
One 
sessio n o f the Indiana 
legislatu re, 
co nsisting o f six ty day s, co sts the 
state abo u t $100,000. 
Delegates to 
the Ohio co nv entio n were elected o n 
a no n-partisan ballo t at the regu lar 
electio n. 
The Indiana delegates, if 
the co nstitu tio n i- determined u po n, 
will he elected o n no n-partisan bal­ 
lo ts at a special electio n. 
The co nv entio n lasted 5 mo nths, 
principally becau se so many pro po ­ 
sals wo re su bmitted, and becau se the 
delegates wo rked o nly three day s a 
week, receiv ing $1,000 fo r t lie entire 
sessio n. 
As it will he in Indiana, the liqu o r 
issu e waas o ne o f the big o nes be­ 
fo re the Ohio co nstitu tio nal co nv en­ 
tio n. 
The 
new Ohio 
co nstitu tio n 
makes it po ssible to license salo o ns, 
which giv es the state better co ntro l 
o v er them.

lie said that all the arg uments 
events and ap p eals he 
had ever 
heard or read on the slavery question 
p assed before his mind in that hour 
as oratorical weap ons and that he 
had hut to reach out and seize them 
as they p assed before him. 
Memory 
may he dormant but it is never dead. 
It is rational to assume th at if the 
memory is

the stimulus of the Judg ment is a p ­ 
p lied to our memories, then our dead 
and forg otten p ast will p ass before 
us in awful review, and till us with 
terror of what is to hap p en to us, if 
we have not p revious to this made 
our }>eaee with God.

“The Brevity of Life” was the sub­ 
ject of the sermon by the S. G. 
Hunting ton from the tex t Psa. 8 9 *47 
“ Remember how short my time is.” 
He said in p a rt: 


“ Ethan the author of the 8 9 Psalm 
was born under the reig n of King 
David, 
lie lived throug h the forty 
y ears of Solomon’s reig n ami died 
under the latter p art of the reig n of 
Rehoboam, and therefore quite an 
old man when he wrote this Psalm. In 
this he g ives us the last results of a 
long 
life of 
observation. 
During 
E th an ’s 
life 
Israel 
has p assed 
throug h iiiany trials. 
It was under 
the reig n of Rehomoam that Israel 
was divided into two sections, the ten 
tribes 
withdrawing 
from 
David’s 
dy nasty . 


“ It seemed at times that the p ur­ 
p ose of God in Israel would utterly 
fail. 
Israel was p rone to reoellion. 
Sharp discip lining 
was 
necessary 
and at this p articular 
p eriod God 
was discip lining his p eop le most se­ 
verely . 
Ethan 
felt this 
discip line 
keenly . 
lie wished that it mig ht 
p ass and he ho p rivileg ed to see the 
restoration of his p eop le, 
lie doubt­ 
less recog nized the rig hteousness of 
the discip line, but reminds God of the 
fraility of man to endure, fearful 
that faith mig ht fail and that -dte 
should die before enjoy ing any of the 
sweets of a more tranquil life. 


“The p icture is one of our p erson­ 
al ex p erience. 
The storms of mod­ 
ern conflict often 
seem as if they 
would overwhelm us. 
We are too 
weak, we think, to hear any more. 
Then ag ain, life at best is short, 
thoug h unlike Ethan we are slow 
to wake up to a realization of the 
fact and sense it as we should. 


“Nine 
hundred 
and 
six ty -nine 
y ears ag o the 
life of 
Methuselah 
seems lrke a long time to live in this 
world, and it is, but what is 9 09 
y ears as comp ared to eternity ? 
But 
the long evity of man now is less than 
one twenty -fifth 
that of Methuse­ 
lah’s 
time. 
Evidently 
m an’s 
dis­ 
reg ard for the laws of health and 
morality has broug ht the race down 
to the low ebb. 
In the p atriarchal 
ag e children were never known to die 
a natural death before their p arents. 
Now the g rim reap er reap s every ­ 
where indiscriminately and with 
the 
alertness of an imp atient messen­ 
g er. 
Thirty -five 
y ears, which 
is 
about the p resent averag e ag e of 
man, certainly reduces the leng th of 
his day s to a very low fig ure. 
Sure­ 
ly lite at such a low averag e is far 
too short to barter any p art of it 
away in idleness and sin. 
Too much 
is at stake to let a few y ears allott­ 
ed to us g o by unimp roved and un­ 
cultivated for God. 


“Then 
ag ain sin 
constantly in­ 
creases the uncertainty of life, not 
ex cep ting the more strong and vig or­ 
ous among us. Labor is an honor and 
a blessing to man, but what about the 
man who becomes so ambitious for 
worldly g ain that so much of his 
time is taken up with business and 
temp oral affairs th at he finds no

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Grass Stimulant Necessary to 


Keep Lawn in Good Condition 


In the late spring, about a month 


after active grass growth has com- 
menced on the lawn, it is desirable 
to apply a grass stiiuuhmt to keep the 
lawn in first-class condition. Nitrate 
of soda is a good fertilizer and will 
make the grass gro\v thickly with a 
rich dark green color I Hat ivill show 
ilself promptly after i'nu application. 
The landscape gard'jner of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture 
advises 


that those who use nit rat 2 of sod-.i 
should apply it at the rate of 50 
pounds 
per acre 
o.ice a 
month 


throughout the 
summer 
beginning 


about the middle of May in the lati- 
tude of Washinglon,.J). 0. 


The nitrate of soda should bo ap- 


plied just before a rain or a sprink- 
ling with the hose, ruder ordinary 
conditions it will keep the lawn a 
vivid green during tlio period when 
the vitality of the pl..mt is Knv. The 
application of this fertilizer combin- 
ed with careful watering (described 
in a previous article) will present the 
parched appearance of the lawn dur- 
ing the dry hot summer season. 


When nitrate is applied during any 


dry period it should ue used care- 
fully. 
It can, however, be applied 


at any time if the nitrate of soda is 
powdered up fine before using but 
it is safest to dissolve it in water. 
Because of a 
generally 
prevailing 


fear that this fertilizer may ruin a 
lawn if used carelessly, tne Depart- 
ment has been experimenting to see 
just how much nitrate of soda would 
have to be used in order to kill grass. 
These experiments seem to snow that 
nitrate of soda can be used fairly 
extensively without causing 
injury, 


for attempts to kill grass with it 
were unsuccessful except when such 
large quantities as 400 pounds to 
an acre were used. 
' 


Although fertilization is a splen- 


did thing for the upkeep of a lawn 
it will never entirely make up for 
a lawn soil that was poorly prepared 
in the beginning. It is only when a 
lawn soil is properly prepared in the 
first place and enriched with stable 
manure, lime, and bone phosphate 
that a lawn may be maintained in the 
best condition.

iiccording to the report of John A. 
Penton, of Cleveland, Secretary of 
.he American Pig Iron Association. 
Many furnaces have shut down, he 
;ays, and plants arc in the hands 
if receivers. 
Thousands of employ- 


:es have suffered a cut in wages due 
to this condition and more reductions 
are to follow. 


"We have now confronting us one 


more hardship," says Mr. Penton, 
in his report, "in the shape of the 
knowledge that 
foreign 
countries, 


owing to the aliolition of our tariff 
;uid liecause of their lower cost of 
production are going to l>e able to 
ship, and are even right now shipp- 
ing and arranging to ship quantities 
uf foreign pig iron into our coun- 
try when the whole industry here is 
operating at a loss of millions of 
dollars a month."

court today sustained the Missouri 
ouster of the "Harvester trust." 


Both the anti-trust laws of Mis- 


souri and the right of the "Harves- 
ter Trust" to do business in Missouri 
were at stake in the decision today.

of a

fight by Missouri to oust tlie "trust" 
from doing business there by revok- 
ing its charter. 
Tlie Missouri Su- 


preme Court found the "trust" guilty 
of violating the stale anti-trust laws, 
revoked its charter and 
originally 


fined it $50,00(1. This fine was after- 
ward reduced to $25,000. The Trust 
was given a chance to 
modify 
its 


sales methods, but appealed instead 
to the high court, declining to com- 
promise with the state.

SAYS HE CAN SEE PEOPLE 


HE TALKS TO OVER PHONE 


English Scientist Gives Demonstration 


of a Most Remarkable Apparatus. 


"Seeing by wire" is the startling sug- 


gestion of Dr. A. M. Low, a well kuuwii 
British scientific investigator. 


Dr. Low in London gave a demon- 


stration for the lirst time in public of 
a new invention whereby he claims 
that it is possible "for persons using a 
telephone to see eacli other at the 
same time." 


The New York Times quotes Dr. Low 


as follows: 


"It may bo remarkable, but in reality 


it is quite simple, aud I am sure that 
some day—perhaps not in our time, but 
some day—people on a liner at sea will 
be able to witness a spectacle taking 
place on shore, transmitted to the ship 
by wireless in the way news is now 
sent." 


Dr. Low explained that ho had been 


experimenting with the reproduction of 
pictures at a distance electrically for 
five years. He had been successful al- 
ready over a distance of four miles, 
using ordinary telephonic and tele- 
graphic apparatus. 


The apparatus which Dr. Low has 


invented is a screen consisting of a 
large number of cells of selenium, over 
which a ruler is moved rapidly by a 
small motor, worked with a current 
of high frequency and of about HO.OOO 
volts pressure. It is fitted in a box at 
the side of a telephone. The receiver 
at the other end is made up of a series 
of telephone slabs of steel, through 
which the light passes. 


Another prediction Dr. Low ventured 


was that one of his machines could be 
used for the study of military opera- 
tions taking place at a distance. This. 
he said, would be introducing a new 
complication 
into 
warfare — "seeing 


what the enemy is doing on the other 
side of a mountain."
